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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 
EUROPEAN PATENT OFFICE (EPO) 02016944.7 with a filing date 08/01/2002. 

2. Amendment including cancellation of claims 1-2 and addition of claim 3 in the 
amendment filed on January 13, 2006, is acknowledged. No new matter is found. 
Claim 3 is pending in the application. Since the newly added claim 3 is commensurate 
with the scope of the invention, therefore, claim 3 is prosecuted in the case.

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 3 is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of record, and 
therefore are allowable. This invention relates to process for the manufacture of 3- 
amino-pyrrolidine derivatives. The closest reference is Angehm et al. US 5,981 ,519, 
discloses vinyl-pyrrolidinone cephalosporins. The difference between instant claims 
and Angehm et ai. is that the instant processes were not disclosed by Angehm et al. 
Suggestion for modification of the above reference to obtain the instant processes has 
not been found. Claim 3 is allowed.
